and Dr. George G. Gunton, president of 
the New York Institute of Social Econom- 
les.. Mr. Tayler took. the position that 
any discussion in congress of the tariff 
at this time would have a damaging ef- 
fect upon the country. He said the Ding- 
ley law was the most equitalc tariff law 
the United States had ever had. He took 
@ decided position aguinst trusts and said 
that they are fiot fostered by the protec- 
tive tariff. He also said that ne be- 
lieved in the principle of reciprocity, but 
that he did not indorse any of the recent- 
ly negotiated reciprocity treaties. 

Mr. Tayler announced the general prin- 
ciple that the history of the country, for 
the past.few years, and the present con- 
@itions demand that there shou'd not be 
‘the slightest relaxing of the tariff prin- 
ciples as now embodied in the Wingley 
Jaw. The relation of the tariff to trusts, 
he sald, is only incidental. 

Dingley Law Is Defended. 

The Dingley law embodied, he said, the 

idea that American civilization is on a 
her plane than any other and requires 

‘higher reward for its labor to~main- 
tain that. excellence. When the» tabor 
cost is greater than elsewhore it is neces- 
Bary that there should be an equa'‘izing 
euch as is the Dingley law. Primarily, 
therefore, the protective tariff law was in 
the interest of labor: Even the farmer,. 
he said, gets a reciprocal bencfit. ig

“In the first #igoe,” tepliea the witréss,

Mr. Tayler announced himse!f as ¢p- 
posed to the principle involved in the 
trusts, because, he sald, he consifered 
human nature too weak to entrust in a 
few people such a power as is involved in 
trusts. He thought abuses were certain 
and that the result would be what hé ¢call- 
ed governmental socialism or g0vern- 
mental ownership of the articles controll- 
ea by the trusts. 

No Remedy for Trusts. 

Mr. Tayler said that, distrustfn] as he 
was of trusts, he had no remedy t0 sug- 
gest. He did not accept the theory that 
the trusts alone could be trusted to fe- 
duce the cost of commodities. 

Instancing the Unjied States Stee: Com- 
pany, he said that its securities amount 
$1,500,000,000, while the cost had not heen 
one-third that amount. He had no doubt 
that the holders of those securities would 
demand returns upon them. He sald he 
would oppose the Babcock pill placing ifon 
products on the free list pecause the re- 
sult would be to destroy independant ef- 
fort.

Gilman’s Atlantic and- Pacific Tea

New York, June 6.—An application for 
an injunction to restrain George H. Hart- 
cra and Theophilus Gilman from seiling, 
assigning, transferring or in any way dis- 
posing of the property of the Great At- 
lantic and Pacific Tea Company was made 
before Justice Gildersleeve in the supremc 
court today. The application was made 
in behalf of Edward L. Norton, the New 
York administrator of the estate of the 
late George F. Gilman. Hartford is the 
manager of the tea company and Titeophi- 
lus Gilman is administrator of the estate. 
A receiver for the business pending the 
trial of the action is also asked for.

RACING AT FULL SPEED 
SHIP DASHED ON ROCK 


Ayn of the Leyland Line, 
Strikes Cape Race and 
Is a Wreck, 


CREW SEIZED BY PANIC 
WHEN STEAMER STRUCK 


But All Escaped in Safety—Vessel 
Struck the Face of Cliff and the 
Impact Tore the Ship Al- 
most to Pieces—Much — 

Excitement. 


St. Johns, N. F., June 6.—The Leyland 
line steamer Assyrian, from Antwerp for 
Montreal, with 2,000 tons of cargo, went 
ashore off Cape Race at midnight. She 
has eleven feet of water in her forehold 
and is likely to prove a total wreck. Her 
crew had great. difficulty in escaping and 
reaching the shore. 

It now seems likely that voyages of the 
Assyrian have been ended, She was run- 
ning at full speed through the fog when 
she struck Cape Race and she now lies 
almost a hulk on the coast. For three 
days Captain Dingle had ween nevigating 
by the log and he had calculated upon a 
course rounding Cape Race thirty miles 
south of-land. This plan, however, as 
frustrated by norther:y currents. 

The Assyrian struck at 11:40 last night. 
Land had been sighted only a minute be- 
fore. The fog was dense and there was 
no time to reduce speéd. She struck the 
face of the cliff and was forced upon ‘he 
outlying rocks. The impact tor: out the 
bottom of the two torward Lolds. She 
keeled over to the starboard when her 
side glanced: against the ciiff. 

The crew at first were panic stricken, 
but after a time comparaiive calm was 
restored, and all precautions Were taken 
to secure the safety of all cn board.

While it is not the intention to conduct 
the government of the Philippines under 
the Spooner !aw that law will be taken as 
sanctioning what is to be done. The new 
government will be similar to that which 
exist2d for a short timeAn the early days 
of New Mertico. There was a civil gov- 
ernor appointed by the president and a 
commanding general of the army. Both 
had their functions in preserving the 
peace end controlling the affairs of the 
territory.

ONE MEMBER OF PARTY 
SUCCEEDS IN ESCAPING 


Tragedy Occurred on the Island of 
‘St. Matthias— Twelve in All 
Were Killed and Eaten. 

Dr. Heinroth Only 
Survivor. 


Berlin, June 6.—The Tageblatt prints 
special correspondence from New Guinée 
containing a full account of the massacre 
of the members of the first German South 
Sea expedition on the cannibal island of 
St. Mathias. They were all killed and 
eaten save Dr. Heinroth, 

The Colonial Zeitung, the official organ 
of the German Colonial Society, furnishes 
details of the massacre. It seems that the 
vessel which carried the expediticn to the 
island of St. Mathias left after a few 
6ays for Herbertshoh, New Britain, to 
get coal and fresh supplies. During its 
naan the savages, who had hitherto 

‘ared friendly, although known to be 
rathd cannibals, /planned to a and rob 
the Guitutebed party. 

The plot was carried out one morning 
while the members of the expedition, whu 
had a.body guard of forty drilled papuans. 
were cleaning their rifles, which they had 
taken apart. Suddenly eighty of the 
islanders broke from the bushes, raising 
fierce war cries and .brendisning spears 
with which they stabhed to« the 
leader of the party, Dr. Mencken. (hereto- 
fore cabled as Mercke or’ Mencke), his 
secretary, Herr Caro, and a white gailor 
who was asleep under a tent,

OFFICERS ROB GOVERNMENT. 


British Purchasing Agents Are Ac- 
cused cf Corruption. 
London, June 6.—After a long and some- 
what embittered discussion of the policy 
of the war office in buying horses for use 
in South Africa, the house of commons 
tonight by a vete of 159 to 6 voted the 
sum of £15,779,000 for transports and re- 

mounts. 

Sir Blundell Maple, conservative, assert- 
ed tnat British officers who had been sent 
to Hungary and AdJstria had purchased 
proken-down animals at extravagant 
prices and divided with the sellers the 
price charged the British government 
above the actual cost. He demanded the 
appointment of a committee of inquiry. 

Lord Stanley, financial secrsatary of the 
war office, said an inquiry would be made 
into the matter and he believed that the 
accusations of corruption brought against 
British offices would be disproved. 

Mr. Brodrick, the war secretary, said 
the war office paid for horses in England 
£42, in Canada £%8% and in Australia, the 
United. States and Hungary from £9) to 
£26. 

Later in the discussion Mr. Brodrick 
said a telegram had fust reached him 
from Lord Kitchener announcing that be- 
tween 50,000 and 6,000 troops were now 
suitably mounted.

NO EVIDENCE OFFERED 
FOR THE DEFENSE

After a Dramatic Trial Yesterday in 
Which Dunton Made No State- 
ment the Court Decided 
To Held Him for 
Murder. 


On the charge of murder, Golden B. 
Dunton, the yard conductor in charge of 


‘engine No. 232 in the fatal wreck on the 


Southern railway Tuesday morning, was 
remanded to jail without bail yesterday 
afternoon by Recorder Broyles. 

At the morning session of the recorder’s 
court all the evidence for the state had 
been given, and there was no doubt left 
of Dunton having been on the engine that 
caused the wreck. Before any evidence 
for the defense was heard court adjourn- 
ed and the case was resumed in the af- 
ternoon at 3:30 o’clock. It was announced 
that there would be no witnesses fer the 
defense and that Dunton would make no 
statement. This was a greut surprise 
and the case immediately took a new turn. 
From the first the prisoner had maintain- 
ed that he was not on the engine and it 
was expected that he would stick to the 
statement in court. 

The remanding of Dunton to jail on the 
charge of murder was done under two 
sections of the state codle bearing upon 
each other in a peculiar way, and one of 
which relates specially to railroad men, ° 

The decision of the recorder was a sur- 
prise to both Dunton and his attorneys. 
The latter baged nearly all of their ar- 
guments on criminal negligence and fre- , 
garded any intimation of murder as out 
of the question. 

The evidence for_the state et the morn-. 
ing session of the court was absolute 
proof that Dunton. got on the engine, 
started it off and was still on kt.and try- 
ing te stop itt when the colltston occurred, 

~~ hie One Bright Spot. 

As Attorney Hil) stated in his spéech, 
there was one bright spot in the picture 
ami that was the fact that Dunton, after 
he knew he had madé a blunder and see- 
ing that a wreck was inevitable, remained 
at his post doing all in his power to pre- 
vent the crash that: followed.. He staid 
there unti] the worst had been done and 
narrowly escaped death himself. AS he 
sat in the courtroom his face was blister- 


fed and scarred by the burns and bruises 


he had received in the collision. 

The decision of Recorder Broyles was 
terse and to the point, He said that acci- 
dents would occur as long as there were 
men and machinery, but-this one should 
not have occurred, and it was the duty 
of the courts to place the blame where {it 
belonged, 

During the speech of Attorney Latham 
reference was made to the fact that fone 
of the victims of the wreck had appeared 
to prosecute Dunton. Recorder Broyles 
spoke up quickly and said: 

“Some of them are where they cannot 
appear at: any earthly tribunal.” 

Would Hear Dying Cries. 

The speech of Attorney Hill was an im- 
passioned piece of oratory which made a 
most profound impression on all within 


‘the courtroom. At one time he turned to 


the prisoner and exclaimed: 

“T know you shall hear as long 6s you, 
live the cries of dying women and chil- 
dren in your ears, but, thank God, you 
had the courage to remain at your } 0st 
after you knew that your terrible blurder 
meant destruction and death.” 

In his concluding speech Attorney La- 
tham brought out what he termed the 
‘‘heroism” of Dunton in staying on the 
engine to the last; an act, said the attor- 
ney, which called for commendétion rath- 
er than prison. 

During the afternoon session of the 
court the aged father of the prisone® en- 
tered the courtroom with his valise in 
his hand, having just arrived from his 
farm nea? Smyrna. 

At the close of the hearing coursel for 
Dunton stated they were in no way dis- 
heartened at the action of the court and 
that they expected to prove Dunton had, 
in no way violated the law. 


The Prosecution Begins. 

When the case was called at 8:30 o’clock 
by Recorder Broyles the courtroom was 
crowded with spectators. Failing to 
catch anything of what the witnesses 
said in their seats, the crowd soon gath- — 
ered down next to the railing and strained 
their ears for snatches of the testimony, 
which, in fact, could hardly be heard 
by the recorder on account of the disturb 
ing noise from the power plant in the 
rear of the police station. 

Assistant City Attorney William P, 
Hill appeared for the prosecution, and the 
defendant, Dunton, was represented by 
Attorneys Latham and Terrell. When the 
case was called Attorney Latham made 
another appeal for a continuance on the 
ground that he and Mr. Terrell had just 
taken charge of the case and had not had 
time to confer with their client. He said 
that thousands of dollars in damage suits 
was involved and he wanted to be well 
prepared before beginning the case. 

-“T have continued the case once at the 
request of the défense,” said Recorder 
Broyles. “This court has nothing to do 
with damage suits. A question of. far 
greater importance is involyed here. Let 
the casé proceed.’’ 

“The object of this investigation,”’ stat- 
ed Attorney Hill, “is not to prove the . 
violation of any ordinance. The object 
is, if any action is taken, to have this

A HOME IN ATLANTA IS 
MARTHA COMPTON’S WISH 


An effort is on foot to secure in this 
city a home for the woman after whom 
Marthasville, and later Atlanta, was 
named. 

Living all alone in a big stone house 
at Cedar Hill, in the suburbs of Athens, 
Ga., is Martha Atalanta Lumpkin Comp- 
‘ton. She is now seventy-three years old 
and almost without friends and acquaint- 
ances, with little more than the proud 
recollection that the great and growing 
city of Atlanta was named after her. 
Martha Compton came of a distinguished 
family. She is the daughter of former 
Governor William Lumpkin, after whom 
the county of that name was called. 

There has been some recent discussion 
over the way in which the city of At- 
lanta came by its name, but the conten- 
tion of those who claimed it was not 
named Martha Atalanta Lumpkin has 
been abandoned in the face of undisputed 
fact. In a letter to Louis L. Parham, 
publisher of the history of the Soldiers’ 
home, Mrs. Compton denies that her fa- 
ther, Governor Lumpkin, was angry 
when the name Marthasville was changed 
to Atlanta. In this connection Mrs. 
Compton writes interestingly: 

When I was to be named my mother 
wished the name Euphonine, but my 
father did not like the name, so I was 
called Martha Wilson after my father 
and his only sister. I proved to be 
a promey in the athletic line, walk- 
ing at elght months and dancing at - 
ten months of age. So my father one 
day, when I was still a baby, said to 
my mother: ‘You wanted our girl 
to have a name from mythology, so I 
am going to give her the right one, 
Atalanta, after the fleet goddess,”’ and 
the name was thereupon recorded in 
the family Bible. My father was 
rather amused than angry when the 
name Marthasville was abandoned and 
that of Atlanta substituted, for th 
place was still named after me. T 
or Pl ong pte servants always called. me 
sé e.’’ 

The new name “Atlanta’’ suits the 
situation of the city and its cosmo- 

olitan nature. It’s my city, and I 
eel a pride and interest in it. I have 


outlived family, friends, and, I might 
say, acquaintances. I am all alone in 
the world, having seven my See for 
others. If College Park or gewood 
had a comfortable home for old la- 
dies I would be glad to come to it, 
but I ess I will have to die alone. 
There is one thing I want Atlanta to 
give me, and that is a grave. I want 
to be buried there when I die. 


Of the many places of interest at 
Athens; Ga., none are more attractive 
‘to the university students, and particu- 
larly those who go from Atlanta, than 
the home of Martha Atalanta Lumpkin 
Compton. The old place sitting solidly 
on a hill in a clump of cedars looks the 
ante-bellum part, while the welcome ex- 
tended the occasional visitor is such as 
one might have expected years ago at 
the executive mansion when fts tenant 
‘was Governor Wilson Lumpkin. The old 
home at Cedar Hill has long since felt 
the touch penurfy, and this, coupled with 
the fact that its inmate has known 
months of iliness explains why so little 
is known of Martha Compton 

As a matter of fact, Martha Compton 
occupies a unique position in the history 
of Atlanta As a village the place was 
named for her and later on when it be- 
came a city it was for the second time 
named after her.

Positions at the United States Prison 
Are Keeping Office Hunters 
Quite Busy—Zural Deliv- 
ery Routes Cause 
Trouble.

Washington, June 56—(Special.)—Hewlett 
A. Hall, of Georgia, is here to hdjust his 
accounts in connection with his services 
to the government at the Paris exposition. 
He is encountering some little ditliculty 
in getting the auditor to settle his. ac- 
counts, as they were originally presented 
and has invoked the aid and comfort of 
Representatives Adamson and Livingston 
in his behalf. Mr. Hall makes a fair 
presentation of his case and expects to 
have it passed upon fayorably. 

Federal Prison Places. 

Dr. Arnold, of Atlanta, is here looking 
after his interests in the wardenship of 
the new federal prison at Atlanta. . There 
is a lively scramble for the three offices 
which are exempt from the civil service 
law. The wuaréen, surgeon and chaplain 
are the positions most sought after. Hud- 
son Lyons and the republican organiza- 
tion of Georgia are urging Dr. Arnold for 
the position of warden. At the depart- 
ment of justice no intimation is obtainable 
as to who will be selected. There are nu- 
merous applications on file, but it is said 
that this subject will not be taken up and 
disposed of until after the-first of July 
next. Representative Livingston has sgev- 
eral candidates for the wardenship, which 
pays an annual salary of $4,000, and other 
members of the Georgia delegation are in- 
terested in the various offices from war- 
den down to the guards. There are from 
forty to fifty jail guards to be appointed, 
but they are to be selected in accordanze 
with the civil service regulations. Up to 
déte there are over three hundred «uppli- 
cations for the various positions ‘on file 
at the department of justice. 

Rural. Delivery Is Held Up. 

As the resrlt of an agitation by several 
of the fourth-class postmasters in the 
vicinity of Rome. the five new rural deliv- 
ery routes which were to have been estab- 
lished there on July Ist will be indefinitely 
held up. These routes were inspected and 
laid out by the postoffice Gepartment upon 
the earnest solicitation of Representative 
Maddox that they be established. But the 
fourth-class postmasters, whose offices 
would have been discontinued upon the 
establishment of the rural routes, made 
a vigorous protest and by a personal can- 
vass of their patrons got up petitions 
which were sent to Judge Maddox and by 
him laid before the postoffice authoritles. 

Judge Maddcx. asked. the . department 
officials if seme -sort of a- compromise 
could rot’ be reached. by which these 
fourth-class postmasters could . retain 
their offices. Mr. H. Conquest .Clarke, 
who is the chief special agent in charge 
of the southern division of rural free de- 
livery, informed Judge Maddox, however, 
that either the rural free delivery would 
have to be given up or the discontinu- 
He 
said he would have the establishment of 
the routes held up until the people and the 
protesting postmasters reached an agree- 
ment as to which they would prefer—rural 
free delivery or the fourth-class post- 
offices as at present. 

Wher the residents of 


the territory 


about to receive the benefits of the new } 


routes receive this final decision, it is very 
probabie that they will decide upon the 
rural free delivery, as it is by far the 
better system. Mr. Clarke says Nhe ‘s pre- 
pared to abide by the verdict of the people 
of that section and if they decide that 
they do not want the postoffices discon- 
tinued be will abandon the project of es- 
tablishing the five new rural delivery 
routes.

Montgomery, Ala.,. June 6.—(Special.)— 
The committee on tbe executive depart- 
ment has agreed on‘a report to be made 
to the constitutional convention tomor- 
row. It is understood the report will be 
unanimous. It will provide for a lieuten- 
ent gcvernor, 2 béari of pardons and a 
board of conciliation in labor disputes. 
The pardon board is to consist of the gov- 
ernor, attorney general and auditor. Their 
decisions shall be jn writing, to go to the 
governcr, who will have the final decision, 
and he is not bound by the conclusions of 
his associates. The board of conciliaticn 
is to be composed of the governor, licu- 
tenant governor, attorney general and tw’ 
disinterested citizens and its conclusions 
are advisory only. The parties to the dis- 
pute are not under compulsion to submit 
the maiter to the new tribunal. The com- 
missiorer of agriculture will be made a 
constitutional officer and have his title 
doubled. He will be commissioner of agri- 
culture and industrial resources. The 
committee witiil also report an ordinance 
giving the governor ten days after ad- 
journment of the legislature in which to 
act on bills.

Insular Decisicns May Result fn a. 


Daficit in Revenues. 

Manila, June 6.—The fragmentary news 
received here of the Porto Rican decisions 
has caused apprehension that there will 
be such a Geficit in the Philippine revenues 
that congress will need to miak2 an ap- 
propriation to meet it. Fears are €X- 
pressed as to the result of the application 
of jury trials and other features of the 
constitution nct suited to the conditions 
of the Philippines. Exporters are prepar- 
ing claims for a refunding of duties-paid.

KENNEDY RUINED THE GIRL 


And After Marrying Her, Threatened 
To Leave—Brooding Over Her 
Til Treatment Her Mind 
Gave Way and She 
Murdered. 


Kansas City, June 6.—Lulu Prince Ken- 
nedy today listened to half a dozen wit- 
nesses recite the detail of the killing of 
her husband, Philip H. Kennedy, hardly 
moving a muscle or showing a particle 
of emotion. Later, without apparent 
cause, she bowed her head and cried, but 
only for a few moments. Attorney Near- 
ing, for the defense, said that they would 
show that Kennedy had ruined Lulu 
Prince, that he refused to live with her 
and then, insane from worry and re- 
morse, she committed the act of murder. 
He denied that she had had improper re- 
lations with Case Patten, the baseball 
player. Prosecutor Hadley declared the 
state would show that Kennedy was not 
responsible for the woman’s ruin, that 
Mrs. Kennedy had sustained improper 
relations with other men before she met 
Kennedy. and almost up to the time of 


their forced marriage. 

In outlining the case for the defense, 
Attorney Nearing, after tracing the at- 
tentions paid by Kennedy, the murdered 
man, to the defendant, declared. that 
they had become engaged to be married 
and the date of the wedding set, and 
Kennedy, he asserted, postponed the 
wedding and finally, under the guise of 
engagement, seduced her. Then when 
her condition became delicate he paid 
her expenses to leave the city. 


Persuaded by Kennedy. 

Mr. Nearing said she met Case Patton, 
the baseball player, whose name was 
mentioned with that of the prisoner. 
Kennedy had, he said, been familiar with 
the transactions during this time. Se- 
curing the advice of a physician, she 
had, he asserted, been persuaded by 
Kennedy to represent to the doctor that 
she was the wife of Patten. Her condi- 
tion became dangerous and her parents 
compelled her to make known the cause. 

The courthouse wedding at which Ken- 
nedy later, in his suit for annuliment, 
asserted he was compelled by threats on 
his Hfe from Miss Prince’s father and 
brother, followed. Kennedy’s refusal to 
live with her, her broodings over her con- 
dition and his ill treatment, brought her 
to a condition of hysteria bordering on 
insanity. Insanity was prevalent in the 
woman's family and the prisoner par- 
| took of this disease, which finally affect- 
ed her mind, causing her to threaten 
The final act of Kennedy: in 
bririging suit to have their marriage set 
aside was the motive, and the only mo- 
tive, that prompted the act of murder. 
They would show positively that the wo- 
man’s father and brothers had abso- 
lutely no part in the murder, knowing of 
the woman’s act only after it had been 
committed. 

The, state’s first witness. proved import- 
ant. Frederick Bullene and Wade Mun- 
ford, of The Star, told of Mrs. Kennedy 
and her brother, Will Prince, coming to 
the office of that paper and requesting 
the publication of a certain story regard- 
ing her marriage to Kennedy. Both ad- 
mitted that the marriage had been forced 
upon the dead man. 

How She Killed Him. 

Roland Butler, a stenographer in Ken- 
nedy’s office, described the scene at the 
office when. Mrs. Kennedy appeared. and 
after receiving his refusal to live with 
her -shet him five times. She. kicked 
Kennedy’s face as he lay prostrate, and 
appeared perfectly-cool. Butler said Will 
Prince struck Kennedy's brother down 
as the latter tried to disarm the wo- 
man. 

Several witnesses corroborated the 
scene at Kennedy’s office at the time of 
the killing, each testifving to the. fact 
that Mrs. . Kennedy .appeared perfectly 
cool as she fired at her husband. She 
told one man who was holding her broth- 
er: “Let him go. I did the shooting,” 
and then a policeman arrived and was 
holdi her hand, when she exclaimed, 
according a, witness: “Let go my 
hands, I want to fix my hatfr.’’ 

R. J. Costello, a county employee, told 
of meeting C. W. Prince, the father, at 
the entrance of ws sOuilding a moment 
after the ge yy Mey a k place and of re- 
marking to the latter: “Your daughter 
upstairs is shootin her husband. You 
could have preven ed this if you had 
wanted to.’

BRITAIN 1S DECLINING = 


Intimates That They Don’t Know 
How To Run Street Railways 
in London—Alleged That 
Morgan Is Interested 
in Deal. l 


| London, June 6.—A’ special meeting of 
the Metropolitan District railway today 
sanctioned Charles T. Yerkes’s plan for 
the introduction of electricity as the mo, 
tive power of the road. J. 8. Forbes, the 
president, said the work would occupy 
two years. He had full confidence in the 
ability of Mr. Yerkes and his associates, 
who had already guaranteed their good 
faith in buying up half the common 
stock. The Americans undertook to find 


the necessary money and do the work 
themselves. The president thought such 
a simple proposition did not need much 
argument to recommend itself to the 
stockholders. 

Robert W. Perks, M. P., solicitor for 
the company, during the course of the 
meeting urged the importance of hasten- 
ing the plans of Mr. Yerkes, giving as a 
reason that.an American millionaire was 
interested in a project to construct an 
entirely new electric road from the city 
to Piccadilly. 

Morgan in the Deal. 

The Daily Mail will say tomorrow that 
it understands the millionaire referred to 
is J. Pierpont Morgan. 

The remodeling of the District railway 
is so welcome to Londoners that little or 
nothing is heard of jealousy of American 
enterprises. All the papers express pleas- 
ure and, as The Daily Mail says, ‘Better 
by American agency than not at ali.”” 

“Yes,” said Mr. Yerkes, when inter- 
viewed- tonight, ‘“‘we have practically got 
control of the London underground rail- 
way. That is what it amounts to. My 
syndicate is composed of both British and 
American financiers, 
largest proportion of the capital comes 
from the United States. We hope to be- 
gin work in a few months, a8 soon as the 
necessary consent of parliament has been 
obtained. 

“The system we intend to install is al- 
most exactly similar to that in use on 
the elevated lines in Chicago. We will 
sell the present antiquated cars and sub- 
stitute those of an American pattern. 
We intend to rebuild the stations, to in- 
stall arc lights and to make the road 
cone to any rapid transit , line in the 
world. 


“Yes, we must have American engin- 
eers to do the work. They know nothing 
about that sort of thing here. I tell you 
what, the trouble with the English con- 
cern is that they don’t know the value 
of a scrap heap. 

Great Britain on Decline. 

“As to the agitation about the United 
States buying up England, that is absurd. 
Years ago British capital controlled the 
bulk of the American railroads. §ince 
then Great Britain has been on the de- 
celine and the United States have pro- 

essed. As a natural result, the cir- 
cumstances are now reversed.

“No, I cannot say who are in with me.

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BANKRUPTED BY PRINCESS

Sensational Trial at Berlin Involving 
Brother of Empress. 


DUKE ERNEST IS ACCUSED OF IT 


Plaintiff Alleges She Was Robbed 
by Princess Amalia and Bru- 
tally Treated by Duke. 


Bertin, -June 6.—A. sensational case be- 
gan today in Berlin. The plaintiff, Anna 
Milewski, was formerly lady in waiting 
upon the deceased Princess Amalia of 
Schleswig-Holstein, and the defendant is 
the brother of Emnress Augusta Victoria, 
Duke Ernest Guenfher. 

The plaintiff claims that Princess Amal- 
ia received only 12,000 marks annually 
from the defendant, who is the heed of 
the house. She also asserts that as 
she had a fortune of her own amounting 
to 80,000 marks she made loans to the 
princess, who, being in the last stages 
of consumption, was at the time proceed- 
ing slowly to Egypt. While the princess 
was in Malta, according to the plaintiff’s 
statement, she engaged as her chamber- 
lain an American named Walker, who, 
perhaps, unaware of the financial re- 
sources of the princess, induced her to 
incur large expenses. Finally, the plaint- 
iff, who feared the loss of her. entire 
fortune, made the princess, with whom 
she had now arrived at Cairo, restore to 
her the sum of 20,000 francs. 

The plaintiff now declares that at the 
instigation of Duke Ernest Guenther, 
the adjutant of Prince Jochim of Prussia, 
caused the Egyptian police to arrest her 
in the street after which she was forcibly 
and inhumanly transported back to Prus- 
sia, where she became very ill. 

Meanwhile, according to the plaintiff's 
ms emmy Mr. Walker forcibly took 
plainte@’s 20,000 francs from her trunk 
and with it settled the unpaid bills of the 
princess, then deceased, and defrayed the 
cost of transporting the body home. 
Plaintiff asks that the 20,000 francs be re- 
funded with interest. 

Defendant’s counsel, Count Bredow, 
challenged the accuracy of a number of 
the plaintiff's statements, and the court 
decided that, before the proceedings were 
carried further, Prince Joachim’s adju- 
tant, who is still in Cairo, must depose.

Comflicting Claims. 
A somewhat amusing and altogether 
good natured controversy has been go- 
ing on between three of the most 


-prominent of the younger southern

It all started over some newspaper 
references to the speech made by Sen- 
ator Carmack, of Tennessee, at the 
banquet given the president at Mem- 
phis. Senator Carmack made no 
claim to originality in the sentiment 
hé uttered, but some of the newspapers 
seemed to regard it unique to find a 
southerner who considered this at-last- 
we-are-together talk as being unnec- 
essary and uncalled for. The Wash- 
ington Post, in commenting on this, 
referred to a speech made in congress 
by Judge Griggs, of this state, in which 
the same ideas advanced by Senaton. 
Carmack weéré forcefully presented. 
There was, of course, no effort or de- 
sire to retract in the slightest from 
the excellence of Senator Carmack’s 
speech nor to suggest that he got the 
inspiration for it from the Georgian; 
there was nothing more than mention 
of the fact that the Griggs speech an- 
tedated that of his Tefinessee friend. 

Now comes another claimant in the 
person of Hon. Champ Clark, the elo- 
quent representative from Missouri, 
who, in a letter he syndicates to some 
newspapers, claims to be the “pioneer 
unifier.”” He writes: 


On a celebrated historic occasion Hon. 
Jerry Simpson, sage of Medicine Lodge, 
solemnly arose in the house and said: 
‘“‘Mr. Speaker, the great question at pres- 
ent agitating the public mind is, “Who 
killed the Carlisle bond bill?’ Democrats 
say they did not; republicans disclaim 
the honor. To settle the matter for all 
time, I frankly avow that I did it. I 
assume the responsibility!’’ 

I felt very much as did Jerry when 
‘lately I read in The Washington Post a 
statement to the effect that my valued 
and brilliant friend, Judge James M.. 
Griggs, of Georgia, had accused my other 
valued and brilliant friend, Senator E. 
‘W. Carmack, of Tennessee, of plagtariz- 
ing his remarks touching the overdoing 
of reunification of the country. Truth 
to tell, neither of those distinguished 
statesmen originated the idea that the 


tslabbering caper was becoming ridicu- 


lous and boresome. I am not cocksure 
that I originated it, but I am sure that 
in that regard I antedated both Senator 
Carmack and Congressman Griggs by 
many moons—in fact, by about two 
Of course I am not intimating 
that I voiced the sentiment of disgust 
which all sensible men feel for the ever- 
lasting lachrymose flow over the return- 
ing prodigal as fluently, as elegantly, as 
eloquently, as forcibly, as volubly, as did 
either Griggs or Carmack, but I put the 
idea into my remarks delivered in the 
house on General Frank P. Blair, Feb- 
ruary 4, 1899. 


Mr. Clark quotes at some length 
from the remarks he made at the Blair 
exercises, and adds: 


Of course, I am not accusing either the 
Georgian or the Tennesseean of borrow- 
ing from me, but that I preceded them 
in this line of speechmaking is clear, If 
I did not receive as much applause for 
my remarks as did Senator Carmack, 
and if Griggs did not, he and I can con- 
Sole ourselves that we were speaking in 
the house of representatives, where 
great speeches are so common as to at- 
tract Httle attention, while the senator 
from the Old Volunteer State was speak- 
ing at a presidential banquet betwixt the 
walnuts and the wine, where oratorical 
gush is the order of the day—or of the 
night, rather—and where any bright or 
unusual idea or expression,,by reason 
of its rarity under the circumstances, is 
exploited by the Associated Press and 
by other news cles.

Our Trade with China. 
Hon. John Barrett, ex-minister from 


bie U United States to Siam, speaks very 


encouragingly of the outleok for Amer- 
ican trade with China: notwithstanding 
the recent outbreaks. 

Some time ago Mr. Barrett delivered 
an address before the American Asso- 
ciation of Mefchants and Travelers at 
Houston, Texas, in whieh he stated 
that whereas aot ears ago this coun- 
try was barely selling $1,000,000 worth 
of cotton goods in Ch China the sales in 
1900 reached $10,000,000, showing that 
the trade increased more than ten- 
fold during the decade. Mr. Barrett 
believes that if the proper steps are 
‘taken to secure China’s trade the sales 
will aggregate at least $50,000,000 
‘within the next fifteen years. 

China consumes annually an im- 
mense quantity of cotton goods, but 
she makes most of the purchases in 
the British market. Still she is begin- 
she can trade to 
better advantage in the American mar- 
ket and she ig consequently giving us 
larger orders than ever before. What 
we need to do is to establish commer- 
cial warehouses in China for the dis- 
play of our cotton goods, and not only 
in China, but in other countries, as 
well. 

From the. improvement of our trade 
relations with China this section has 
much ~¢o gain and our southern cotton 
manufacturers should carefully study 
the situation in China for the purpose 
of ascertaining what course should be 
taken to bring our products into favor 
with purchasers in tee orient, 


Cultivation of Sugar Cane. 

Captain D. G. Purse, of Savannah, 
is meeting with great success in his ef- 
forts to encourage the cultivation of 
sugar cane in Florida and Georgia. 

Recently he hag been commissioned 
by the United States department of 
agriculture to select samples both of 
sugar cane and of soil from each of 
the states in question for the purpose 
of having them thoroughly analyzed 
by the department with the view to de- 
termining the possibilities of the in- 
dustry in each state. This reference to 
the matter is made in the current num- 
ber of The Southern Farm Magazine: ° 

Captain Purse ig looking to the early 
establishment of many sugar mills in 
Georgia and Florida. Capitalists in sev- 
eral places in the two states have indi- 
cated that they would be glad to in- 
vest in sugar mills if they may be as- 
sured that enough cane can be secured 
for their operation. 

In order to make the government in- 
vestigation complete, Captain Purse will 
see to it that fifty samples of soil from 
each state will be sent to Washington, 
and he will make it a point to attend 
personally to their shipments. His plan 
is to visit various sections and meet the 
leading farmers, from whom he will se- 


ure histories of -the land from which 


his samples are taken. Each sample will 


represent a constituency of the’soil from 


the surface to the subsoil, including 
some of the latter. In a similar way 
Samples of cane will be secured. 

Captain Purse is busily engaged in 
discharging the duties enjoined upon 
him by his commission, and he is ju- 
bilant over the outlook.

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The Negro Question in the South. 

’ “Byery thoughtful man has often won- 
dered what would ultimately happen in 
the southern states under the conditiotis 
that have existed. there since the close 
of the civil war,’’ says Harry Thurs- 
ton Peck in The sanecasiiibont’ Monthly 
for June. “An immense black popula- 
tion, increasing steadily, and in certain 
districts far outnumbering the whites; 
a population almost wholly ignorant and 
superstitious, and with many degrading 
traces of its former servitude still cling- 
ing to it, a population also theoretically 
endowed with the same political rights 
that every American possesses; a popu- 
lation, too, that has memories of those 
shocking years when the black man did 
for a time actually rule the whites, and 
gave to them the spectacle of a political 
debauchery and a social chaos so mon- 
strous as to be recalled with shuddering; 
and, side by side with this population, 
some millions of whites, proud, high- 
spirited, and rejecting with passionate 
indignation the slightest hint of negro 
equality, either social] or political. Such 
has been the situation in the south for 
many years; and in spite of every effort, 
it had seemed as though there were no 
possible way by which these two antago- 
nistio elements could ever be so far rec- 
onciled and brought to work in harmony 
with one another as to assure to the 
body politic tranquility through the elim- 
ination of the race question, and at the 
same time to unite the white man and 
the black man in the effective develop- 
ment of all that makes for progress, ma- 
terial prosperity and the higher civiliza- 
tion.”’ 
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More Surprises for John Bull. 

Boston Globe: It looks as if our British 
cousins were destined soon to receive a@ 
convincing, if costly, object lesson as 
to methods of handling freight, among 
other important branches of knowledge. 

President Baker, of the Atlantic Trans- 
port line, which it is planned, according 
to rumor, to consolidate with the Ley- 
land Line under the direction of “aiming 
everywhere” Morgan, believes there is 
great success assured through the intro- 
duction of American methods in trans- 
Atlantic commerce. As he points the 
moral: 

“Tt costs 25 cents a ton to handle freight 
at our Atlantic parts. To handle : the 
same cargo when it arrives in England it 
costs 75 cents a.ton. All along the line 
the comparison holds good as strongly in 
The sav- 
ings by Introducing these methods, and 
through developing better dock systems, 
would be at least 12% per cent on an in- 
vestment of $10,000,000. Indeed, if the cost 
of handling freight can be brought down 
to the prices prevailing on this side of 


the Atlantic, a percentage of 25 per cent 


can easily be obtained.” 

Possibly President Baker may pe a trifie 
over-sanguine in his estimate as to the 
gains to be made by introducing ‘‘Ameri- 


| can methods” in the freight-handling bus- 


iness in London. The chances are, how 
ever, that if thé plans in which he is in 
t ere now go through, the world 
bs traffic has befare it a series of 
even et decidedly unpleasant 
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Mr. James Barrett, of Richmond coun- 
ty, vice president of the State Agricul- 
tural Society, recently delivered an: ad- 
dress before the Beech Island Farmers’ 
Club in which he advanced some intérest- 
ing suggestions on the rasan of cotton 
raising. 

Among other things he said: ~ 

Electricity and steam have annihilated the 
‘old laws of political ecoromy of supply and 
demand for the wise ‘aws of equilidrium 
created by God's éontrol, the crop output of 
the world in conformity with the wants of 
man; for short crops in one county are equal- 
ized by large crops in another. ‘The great 
factor in the modern science of wealth which 
Controls prices of products fs the quantity of 
money in actual circulation amongst the peo- 
ple, for valuer can be expanded or reduced 
by tha increase or decrease of the measuré of 
Values called money. Another collateral fac- 
tor in controlling prices is cost of transporta- 
tion used in the distribution of products; 
therefore, it is all-important 10 the farmers 
that these factors in fixing values should be 
under the contro] of the people, and not be 
governed by the selfish motives of men. 

“The country is flooded with advice to the 
farmer to curtatl production of the cotton 
crop,, and if such advice was followed it 
would soon end the supremacy of the south- 
ern states in the production of cotton ‘for the 
use of the world, and it would only require 
@ few years for king cotton in the south 
to be dethroned forever. In short, decrease 
vour acreage; but increase your production, 
and it is only by keeping dowft the cost of the 
raw material of cotton that we can properly 
maintain the kingdom of that staple in 
America. Russia is bending every energy to 
supply her own wants in cotton, both by the 
plow and protection, and results have been 
marvelous, for she is producing 600,000 
bales, which supplies half of her wants, and 
if the increase of her cotton crop advances 
in the future as it has done in the past, it 
will only be within a few years that her en- 
tire wants will be supplied at home, There 
is no limit that can be estimated of what 
will be the results of her increase in agricul- 
ture and mining: that the Trans-Siberian rail- 
road will develop in Siberia when finished, 
and I predict that it will excel in results 
what the Northern, Middle and Southern Pa- 
cific railroads have done for the trans-Mis- 
sissippi or the great American desért, and 
the American grain and cotton growers will 
have to fight for their supremacy. England 
baving learned in the schoo] of necessity from 
our civil war, ts bending every energy to in- 
crease the production of Egyptian cotton and 
with the finishing of the great Nile dam, 
which furnishes water to an enormous extent 
for irrigating the cotton lands of, Egypt; 
therefore we may look for doubling the prod- 
vet of cotton in that country, which will be 
two and a half million bales, being now over 
twelve hundred thousand bales. High prices 
will greatly stimulate and renew the energy 
to produce larger crops in India; even Prus- 
sia. has entered the cotten field in Africa, and 
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made last year about $3,000 worth of cotton. 
Sa beginnings often lead to large re

of making it; and how is this to be done? 
By doubling thé yield of the acre, thereby re= 
ducing the quantity and cost of labor in its” 
production and and marketing the crop at*a less 
cost. And how are these things to be brought 
about? To make the crop cheaper we must 
use more intensive fertilizers as we did when 
vsing Peruvian guano; we must abandon the 
2 percent guanos and quit paying freight on 
fillers in fertilizers and expending money for 
the distribution of dirt. Mix your own kuano, 
You can buy bone meal for $26 per ton, cot+ 
ton seed meal $22 per ton, muriate potash 

per ton, sulphate of ammonia $55 per 
ton, nitrite soda $36 per ton. I have never 
been a strong believer in dissolved phosphaté 
rocks. My experience is that pure bone meal 
improves the land—if continued in, will pers 
tmanentiy improve it. By concentrating phos- 
phoric acid, nitrogen and potash in your fer- 
tilizer instead of distributing large quantities 
of matter to get the above ingredients In your 
soil} for plant food, you will greatly increas¢ 
your crops and greatly decrease the labor, 
The guano makers are not to blame for the 
low grade of fertilizers on the market, for 
they have been forced by the farmers’ de- 
mand for cheap goods and they have made 
low grades to satisfy their appetite for cheap- 
ness, at the expense of quality. Railroads 
have reaped the harvest at the expense of the 
manufacturer and producer. 

Suppose you use a guano containing 13 per 
cent of ammonia, !0 per cent of potash and 
15 to 20 per cent of phosphoric acid, and use 
less to the acre, would you not get about five 
times the result that you are getting today? 
Raw bone meal contains about 5 to 8 per cent 
of available phosphoric acid and from 1|5 tw 
17 per cent unavailable phosphoric acid, be- 
sides it is rich in lime and nitrogen, which 
our lands need, Marketing our crop needs our 
closer attention, not in the time or place of 
selling, for the farmer must be the judge of 
the needs and wants of himself and family 
in directing him in the disposal of his farm 
products; beyond all things, use your judg- 
ment and listen to the advice of no one in 
selling your cotton. 

We should bend all of our energies to de- 
stroy three things in marketing our cotton 
crop—they are tare, pickings and saited bag- 
ging. The highly compressed bdle with the 
lightest covering will destroy all three of these 
evils; that is, tare, picking and salted bag- 
ging. The cotton farmers will lose on this 
crop of ten and a half million bales on a basis 
of 9 cents for cotton, about thirty-six mil- 
lions of dollars. Suppose we adopt a com- 
pressed bale of a density of forty-five pounds 
on the farm and reduce the tare to six pounds 
per bale, the tare would be less than six mil- 
lion dollars, a saving of about thirty millions 
of dollars to the American cotton producer, 
When the cotton farmer can destroy excessive 
sampling and tare, many men now in the cot- 
ton business will seek other commercial fields

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YUDGE SPEER TO MERCER 
UNIVERSITY LAW CLASS 


In felicitating the members of the grad- 


uating class of the law school of Mercer 
upon the successful completion of the 


year’s wotk Judge Speer spoke . with 
great earnestness and power of the ne- 
cessity of elevating the standard of the 
profession and emphasized the part 
which the law school was contributing to 
this end. Incidentally he took exception 
to the action of the committee of the 
State Bar Association in recommending 
that the law which allows graduates of 
law schools to be licensed without stand- 
ing the prescribed examination be re- 
pealed. Safd Jirdge Speer in part: 

Let us, therefore; approach the elevation of 
the standard of legal education in a broad 
and catholic spirit. Let us fix a period of 
legal study of one, two or three years, either 
in the office of an attorney at law or in a 
law school. Then ff the student prefers the 
private study in a lawyer's office, let him 
stand the examination and receive his license 
from the state examining board. But if he 
prefers what I think the concensus of legal 
thought throughout the country will declare 
to be the incomparably superior advantages 
of one of the law schools of our great uni- 
versities, let him on graduation there re- 


| ceive his diploma at their ‘hands and let that 


diploma be recognized for the future as it is 
now as the license admitting him to plead 
and practice in the courts of the state and 
im the courts of the United States. If the 
legislature should incautiously authorize an 
unworthy school to issue diplomas to plead 
and praetice, is it not far more direct and 
manly to have that charter repealed rather 
than submit the action of a faculty of an 
university of learning who are all unselfishly 


to the review of a state board whose action, 
as we have seen, is sub-silentia, the record 
of whose performance is final? 

A committee of the last State Bar Associa- 
tion disposed of this matter in a dozen words, 
as follows: 

‘*"Your committee on legal education and ad- 
mission to the bar have but one recommen- 
dation, as follows: That the exceptions al- 
lowing graduates of law schools to be licensed 
without standing the examinations be repeal- 
ed. With this amendment your ‘committee 
believes that the law regulating admission to 
the bar in Georgia is good enough.’’ 

I did not have the privilege of attending 
that meeting of the bar association, but I 
learn there was no discussion, nor, so far as 
I know, was there publicity to this report 
until it was printed with the annual pro- 
ceedings. The gentlemen who framed this re- 
port are no doubt of excellent repute, They 
have all been previously admitted to the par, 
and were themselves, we may safely conclude, 
denied the luxury of examination by the state 
board of examiners, for it is a quite recent 
improvement on our system, and yet it would 
not be just to question their competency as 
counsellors, Fortunately for the state, there 
is nothing like the lNMtigation valuable to 
lawyers that there used to be. There are, 
however, quite as many lawyers. To adopt 
a homely illustration, the cats are nmiany, the 
rats are few, and the rats themselves are 
not very fat. We should bear in mind that 
these are days of tariffs more or les# prohib- 
itory, and if it should seem that the supply 
of lawyers exceeds the demand, it might also 
seem to those who do not like problems in 
long division that sqme prohibitory legislation 
should be enacted. Something perhaps not so 
drastic as the Chinese exclusion act, but still 
not ineffective in its operation. We might 
term it a tariff for revenue only. Notwith- 
standing these distressing conditions, justice 
to the law schools and to the students of 
those schools would seem to demand that the 
cost of securing one’s legal education should 
be as small as possible. It is a great sacfifice 
to most of our students to leave their homes, 
pav their board, pay tuition and spend a 
year of their lives away from their loved 
ones in order to obtain their’ degree, The 
students who prefer the state board route may 
study at home or in the office of some attor- 
ney, hear no lectures upon. professional ethics, 
the trial and preparation of causes, medical 
jurisprudence or anything else, omit ali of 
those benefits which come from the observa- 
tion of the operations of the court, state 


devoting their lives to the education of youth, | 


and federal, and then get his certificate from 
the state examining board. The student in 
the law school must pay $60 for his tuition, 
the cost of his books, pay his board, the in- 
numerable expenses of every one whom duty 
or necessity calls away from his home. Then, 
if, after having stood the examinations which 
the university course prescribes, if he is com- 
pelled to submit. himself to the examination 
ordeal of the state examining board at addi- 
tional expense, it will, in my judgment, s0 
handicap the law schools as to seriously im- 
pair their usefulnes. It ts no just reply to 
this. obvious fact to say that New York an4 
other wealthy sorthern states have provided 
for state boards of examiners, for their, «tu- 
dents have much larger means than the sors 
of Georgia farmers, who constitute a ‘large 
majority of our graduates, It is a very close 
call in a financial sense for many of our 
students to remain here long enough to get 
their diplomas. That is manifested in many 
ways. I have a pathetic illustration of this 
4n mind. A member of this class asked and 
obtained permission to leave Saturday and 
to forego all. the glories of commencement 
and graduation day in order that he might 
journey to his home and loved ones on the 
cheaper rate of an excursion ticket. Though 
thoroughly prepared as is every graduate of 
this class to stand any reasonable examina- 
tion which might be given them upon the 
law by a state examining board, there are 
many of them now who, after all of the ecx- 
penditures they have made, could not get the 
license to practice law if they were com- 
pelled at this time to pay the additional bur- 
dens of the state examining board, and would 
have to whit until they could get the price. 
I happen to know that not a few of our stu- 
dents have borrowed money in order to se- 
cure the advantages of this law course. They 
do not come here for -social pleasures. They 
come for hard and persistent work. Some- 
times that work is painful and exhausting. 
I have known them to study throughout ihe 
entire night. And surely the elder members 
of this board of trustees (if any of them are 
élder) will bear mé out: in the statement 
that lawyers as great, effective and profound 
as any in all our history have been produced 
under just such conditions as those which have 
embarrassed these young men in their effort 
to master the principles of their noble sci-, 
ence. For many a hot summer day did that 
ijJlustrious southern lawyer and orator, Ben- 
jamin H, Hill, guide the plow on his father's 
farm in Troup county, through the fertile 
bottoms of Long Cane creek, ‘and no more 
commanding or persuasive advocate ever en- 
tered a court of justice. And there, too, was 
William Dougherty, of whom I have heard 
Mr. Hill say he was a “lion in the court- 
house.’ Our jurisprudence is rich with the 
results of his masterful knowledge of the 
law. A great lawyer and a great man, I am 
afraid the good clergymen around us, some 
of them fresh from the witching spell of 
Sam Jones, will not give their approbation to 
my reminiscence, but I have heard him say 
when he was a lad he had stumped off at 
least a peck of toenails dancing barefoot on 
puncheon floors, And there, too, was Joseph 
BE. Brown. The pathos of the early struggle 
for education of that great man has ever 
touched the heart of those who knew him. We 
all know the story how, by hard work on his 
father’s little farm in the mountains, he be- 
came the proud possessor of a pair of calves 
and yoking them together he drove them be- 
fore him over the Blue Ridge, over many 
miles of weary and rugged road into South 
Carolina, and with the proceeds of their sale 
paid the cost of his board and schooling for 
the first half year. When older, with the clear 
acumen of his wondrous judgment, he deter- 
mined to repair to a law school, and it was 
the law school of Yale college, and by unremit- 
ting endeavor he took the two years course 
in one. ‘He returned to Georgia, and by his 
unaided exertions against the powerful oppo- 
sition of many renowned and aristocratic fam- 
ilies, the ‘kid glove gentry,’’ as he termed 
them, whose word was law, be became state 
senator, a judge of the superior court, sev- 
eral times governor of Georgia, chief justice 
of the state and twice a senator of the United 


‘States. I have seen the humble home of his 


boyhood and watched the glancing stream in 
whose shining shallows the boy would lave 
his weary ‘feet. How true it is that 

‘The lives of great men all remind us 


We must make our lives sublime.’’

At Stockholders’ Meeting Over 4,000 


By a unanimous vote the stockholders 
of the Atlanta Home Insurance Company 
decided yesterday morhing not to reduce 


the capital stock of the company from 


$500,000 to $200,000. Over 4,000 shares of 
stock were represented and forty of. the 
stockholders were present at the meeting, 
which was held behind cldsed doors. 

rhe’ stockholders declined to adopt the 
recommendation of the board of directors 
of the company and passed resolutions 
unanimously providing that the capital 
stock be not reduced, the directors voting 
for the resolution. 

The stockholders met at ‘11 o’clock in 
the offices of the company in the Equita- 
bie building and remained in session an 
hour and a half. Captain W. A. Post, of 
- Grantville, presided. He represented 
sixty shares of stock. When the meeting 
had been called to order, Joe} Hurt pre- 
sented the following resolution and made 
a speech urging its adoption: 

“Resolved, That the diréctors of the 
Atlanta Home Insurance Company’ rec- 
ommend to its stockholders that the cap- 
ital stock of the company be reduced to 
$200,000 and that the price of $9 per share 
be fixed at which the vompany will pur- 
chase for retiring not more than @ per 
cent of the holdings of each stockholder 
of.record on this date.”’ 

This resolution was passed by the di- 
rectors at @ recent meeting and was sub- 
mitted to the stockholders for approval. 

Before the resolution was voted on, 

Charles Davis presented a substitute res- 
olution providing that the capital stock 
be. left at its present figure. George W. 
Parrott moved that the substitute: reso- 
lution be tabled, but his motion was lost.

L. G. Turner, a white mechanic, who 
has been. out of employment for a long 
while on account of ili health, was*taken 
from Upchurch’s saloon, 224 Marietta 
street, last evening while he was in a 
stupor, and he died at the Grady hospita) 
two hours later. 

Turner, who was not drinking, went 
into the saloon and sat down. Some one 
hoticed that he was breathing heavily 
and an attempt to arouse him saithlats: 
futile, 

Patrolman Bostick was notified and ‘he 
sent for the hospital ambulance. 

The hospital physicians recognized a 
case of morphine poisoning and they set 
to work to restore the unconscious man. 
Th~ drug, however, had been taken too 
long and the patient died without ever 
regaining consciousness. 

The officer could find no one at first 
who knew the man and there was no 
one who had seen him enter the saloon 
or who had heard him make any fre- 
mark. It is supposed that Turner took 
the morphine with suicidal intent before 
he entered the saloon and then went into 
the place and sat down when the effects 
of the dritg began, to overpower him. 

When Turner was first found in a stu- 
por the men in the saloon became excited 
and numerous messages were sent to the 
police barracks for an officer, Patrolman 
Bostick finally responding. 

Turner had no family that the police 
could find last night. He had been out 
of work a long time as his health was 
poor. He probably took the drug to end 
his life while suffering from depression 
caused by his ill health.

' FJohn Collier’s Speech. 

John Collier’s essay was a remarkable 
oratorical and literary effort worthy to 
be comparéd favorably in circles far be- 
yond the limits of young students.

Coltier’s unusual gifts as a speaker have 
been marked all during his schoo] cotrse. 
In style of. composition the essay was 
highly literary, brilliant, polished and 
vividly figurative.

Following is a brief extract from Mr. 
Collier's speech: 

To him who reads history aright, the pes- 
simist ig a pitiful phenomencn. The laws 
which work for progress are graven deep at 
the heart of created things, and the entire 
scroll of human time is witress to their suf- 
ficiency. ‘‘The sins ef the fathers shall be 
visited upon the children to the third and 
fourth generation,’’ says holy writ; and asaci- 
ence, that glorious complement to holy writ, 
tells us that the virtues of the fathers shall 
live in the souls and deeds of the children to 
the thousancth and millionth generation, and 
through time and eternity. The geologist has 
read the recctd of sixty million years upon 
the strata beneath our fest: the historian, the 
record of eight thousand years upon the an- 
nals of recorded time. To each is apparent 
che universal law: The fittest-Athat is, the 
strong, the just, the pure, the true—survive 
to immortality, while the vast unfit wh'ch we 
‘eril evil—that is, the weak, the unjust, the 
impure, the untrue—hasten steadily to merge 
itself and become utterly iost and dead. The 
Gungeons and slavery of ancient Greece are 
past and jong forgotten; but the voice of 
Demosthenes echoes across the world today, 
and Pericles and Socrates are living and 
breathing at this hour. The dagger of Brutus 
is rusted wholly away; the galley-hells of 
Rome are sunken these two thousand years; 
but the hand of ‘Caesar moulds the world 
through the centuries, and the gabors of. the 
Gracehi have found fruition in our own land 
and age. The monstrous Belial court of 
Charies the Second is but a nightmare mem- 
ory; but the Paradise Lost of the Blind and 
persecuted Milton shall live when the tomfs 
and towers of Westminster and the granite 
base of the British isles themselves are crum- 
bled away—

Out of the money derived from the re- 
cent issue of water bends will come the 
first installment on the new 15,000,000-gal- 
lon pump which is to be located at Hemp- 
hill pumping station in July. 

The aldermanic board severed the last 
strand of hope which the board of water 
commissioners: may have entertained that 
the $25,000 necessary to pay-this first in- 
stallment would come from some appor- 
tionment sheet. The ax fell about 3:20 
o’clock yesterday asteynpon in the council 


chamber. 

As related in The Constitution yesterday 
morning, when the water board discovered 
that no money had been set aside in the 
June apportionment sheet by the city 
finance committee for the installment on 
the pump, it was decided to go before the 
aldermen and ‘ascertain just why this 


oversight had occurred. 

The apportionment sheet was adopted 
by council last Monday afternoon, and 
it contained not a word concerning the 
money for the new pump, which has al- 
ready been christened “George W. Har- 
rison,’”’ in honor of the former president 
of the board. During the mteting of the 
board of water commissioners on Wednes- 
day this particular matter was thorough- 
ly discussed, and as a result resolutions 
calling the attention of the aldermen to 
certain facts, were adopted unanimously. 

Copies of these resolutions were for- 
warded to each member of the alderman- 
ic board so that each alderman might fa- 
miliarize himself with the case before it 
came up for consideration. This step was 
taken in order that no unnecessary time 
should be lost.

Alderman LaHatte moved that the 
rules be suspended that citizens might be 
heard regarding any matter then up for 
consideration. The June apportionment 
sheet had just been called up. And upon 
that invitation Captain W. D. Ellis, chair- 
man of the citizens’ committee, which 
worked in conjunction with the _ water 
board in the interest of the water bon 
election, took the floor. 

He said it had been generally under- 
stood that the money to be derived from 
the bonds was to be used exclusively in 
extending the water mains in the city 
so that the whole town might have better 
fire protection, and that many who had 
never enjoyed the privilege of water 

mains might be accommodated. 

Judge Hillyer, president of the board, 
was the next speaker. 
said he had not received a copy of the 
water board resolutions, and Judge Hiill- 
yer read a copy which he had with him. 
, Judge Hillyer declared that it had never 
‘once been considered that the pump was 
to be paid from the amount realized from 
the water bonds. 

Captain James W. English, who was 2 
prominent member of the citizen’s com- 
mittee, also had a few words to say in 
regard to the matter. He urged that the 
money for the payment of the first in- 
staliment on the pumn be not ~ taken 
from that obtained by the sale of the 
bonds. Commissioner E. C. Peters, of the 
water board, agreed to much of that 
which the other gentlemen had stated. 

No Diversion, Said Johnson. 

Alderman Harvey Johnson, mayor pro 
tem. and a member of the city finance 
committee which prepared the apportion- 
ment sheet for June, in answer td some 
of the things that had been said, de- 
clared that the finance committee had not 
sought to divert any of the city funds. He 
had told individuals before the bond elec- 
tion that the pump was to be paid for 
out of the morey from the bonds, 

Councilman W. C. Rawson, chairman of 
the city finance committee, explained that 
his committee had considered the pump 
matter fully when the apportionment 
sheet was beiitg prepared, and that the 
ordinance autlorizing the bonds stated 
clearly that they were for the extension 
and better equipment of the waterworks 
system. He said this made it possible 
for the first mstallment of the pump to 
be taken from the money realized from 
the sale of the bonds. 

President Smith, of the board of edu- 
cation, appetred before the aldermanic 
board and stated that about $3,000 was 
yet needed fer the department of schools, 
He presented figures to show the amounts 
necessary fo? the various departments of 
the system. In January, it seems, the 
finance committee set aside $15,000 for a 
new school and $15,000 for repairs and 
expenses. 

The last spportionment sheet combined 
these two items and gave only $20,000, 
which was $10,000 less than that appor- 
tioned at tre beginning of the year. In- 
stead of purchasing a lot for a new 
school, the board of education arranged 
to build twenty-two new rooms with the 
money set aside for a school building, 
and much pf this money has already been 
consumed.'| Therefore, after passing up 
$8,300 extra for new teachers and about 
$5,000 as a refund for the money spent in 
changing {he sanitary conditions in some 
of the schools, the board still lacks about

duction in Ranks. 


HE TOOK HAND IN POLITICS 


Moss Given a “Short Stick” To Car- 
ry at Election in April. 


WITH DEPARTMENT TWENTY-FIVE YEARS 


In Recent Election of Police Com- 
missioner by Council Moss 
Took an Active Part. 


Ex-Captain and ex-Sergeant A. J. Moss, 
of the police force resigned yésterday 
morning and is now no longer a member 
of the Atlanta polife force. ‘ 

At the time of his resignation Moss 
was a plain private and that fact forms 
a link in a chain of police history which 
is quite interesting to those. who have 


been on the “inside’’ of police. affairs of | 


late days. 

Moss has been a member of the police 
force for nearly twenty years, and there 
is not a more familiar figure or a better 


known officer in the department. 

When the campaign was on for the elec- 
tion of police commissioner to succeed W, 
O. Jones last spring, Moss, then a ser- 
geant, took an active part against Jones, 
advocating John A. Parks for the office, 
While it was against the rules for a po- 
liceman to take part in matters political, 
yet there was so many that were actively 
engaged in the campaign that Moss did 
not hesitate to state openly that he was 
a “Parks man.’”’ 

Jones was re-elected and Parks’s name 
did not go before council. 

It had all along been talked among 
the members of the police force that if 
Parks got on the board of commissioners, 
Moss would wear a captain’s stripes... He 
had been a captain in years gone by 
and went down to sergeant’s place dur- 
ing a political upheaval. 

When the new police board elected a 
force in April, Moss was dropped from 
a sergeant’s place and given a “short 
stick’’ to carry—that is, made a private. 
He smiled—he is never in a bad humor— 
took the short stick and went out on a 
beat. His reduction to ranks followed 
naturally since he had taken an open 
part in politics, violating rules of the 
department. 

Moss’s friends were sore over his ‘‘turn 
down.”” When the board met to hold an 
election prominent citizens went before 
it and made a strong appeal for Moss. 
But down he went. 

Since the election Moss has done but 
little patrol duty, and yesterday his res- 
ignation was handed in. 

He has, it is said, secured a good and 
lucrative position, and only retained his 
office as a patrolman until he had his bus- 
iness affairs arranged. 

Moss became a policeman on January 1, 
1872. He was a captain and then a 
sergeant. He might have been ac 
tain again if things had gone his Bh 
but—well, they say there are no politics 
in the police department. 


WRECK RESULTS IN SUIT 


$25,000 Damages Asked Because of 
Accident Tuesday. 


MISS KERSEY IS THE PLAINTIFF 


Claimed That Southern Railway Was 
Negligent—Charged That Dun- 
ton Moved the Engine. 


As a result of the fatal wreck In the 
yards, near the Southern railway shops 
Tuesday, Miss Julia Kersey, through her 
attorneys, Arnold & Arnold, has filed suit 
against the Southern for $25,000 damages. 
The suit of Miss Kersey is the first 
growing out of the wreck. 

The petition alleges that the left arm 
of Miss Kersey was mashed in such a 
manner that it had to be immediately am- 
putated, and also that her left eye was 
seriously injured. The petition is sworn 
to by Edward J. Kersey, a relative of the 
‘plaintiff. 

It is alleged that the company was 
negligeré¢é in leaving an engine, with steam 
up, near the main line, on the time of 
the passenger train; that it was negil- 
gent In leaving no one tn charge of the 
engine; that it was negligent to leave the 
switch turned, so as to throw the en- 
gine to the main line; also that the fire 
should have been dumped from the en- 
gine and that a regular hostler or en- 
gineer should have been in charge of 
the engine. 

The petition also charges that G. B. 
Dunton, who is in jail on the charge of 
being responsible for the accident, was 
wholly incompetent to manage an en- 
gine and especially knew nothing of the 
management of a large compound en- 
gine, such as No. 282, which ran into the 
passenger train. 


It is asserted that Dunton was impa-. 


ticnt to get his switch engine from the 
shops, and being blocked by engine No. 
282, he boarded it and undertook to back 
it out of the way; instead of waiting for 
a hostier and without thinking of the 
passenger train, which was then due. 

The nature of the accident is described, 
it being stated that a switch engine, on 
another siding, was not in the clear, and 
that Fefore Dunton could stop engine No. 
282, it sideswiped the other engine, 
knocking off the cylinder and side attach- 
ments and that the engine No. 282 sped 
rapidly to the main line, striking the pas- 
senger train as it passed and causing a 
disastrous wreck.

Wednes- 
day he grew violent and refused to be as- 
sisted or comforted. A singular feature of his 
malady was his violent aversion for water.

Engine That Caused the Accident.

282, on the side track as required. I 
left it about 10:40. I saw Dunton on the 
engine at that time. He was ringing the 
bell on the fireman’s side. I shouted to 
him not to wear to bell out, but he pala 
no attention to me. I was washing 
at the tank at the time I was talking to 
Dunton, 

“The engine had about 180 : saad of 
steam on when I left it,’’ Engineer Ford 
said on the cross-examination. ‘I left it 
on the track inside the water tank in 
the yar&:. The relief valve was down and 
the throttle was not leaking. The en- 
gine was in good condition. I.did not 
see Dunton start the engine,: nor-did I 
see the colision.’’ 

W. E. Fallon, engineer of switch en- 
gine No. 1,388, was the next witness called 
by Attorney Hill, 

“T had taken my engine to the water 
tank Mr water,” said Engineer Fallon, 
‘and was on the track on the opposite 
side of the tank from No. 282. I saw a 
man on 282 and saw that engine start.” 

‘Who was that man?’ was asked. 

“T would know him if I saw him,” the 
engineer replied, 

“Point him out if you see him in -the 
courtroom,” said Attorney Hill. 

‘That is the man there with the scarred 
face,” said Engineer Fallon, pointing di- 
rect at Dunton.

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passenger train, It was going at the 
rate of about fifteen miles an hour. It 
was running ten miles an hour when it 
struck my engine. Dunton was standing 
on the’ engineer’s side, but I could not 
tell what he was doing. I saw no one 
else on the engine. I saw Dunton later 
on walking around the wreck.”’ 

Will Prentiss, fireman for Engineer 
Fallon on engine 1388, gave testimony 
similar to that given by Fallon, 

“Engine 282 passed us on the fireman's 
side,’’ he said. “I saw that man there 
(indicating Dunton) with his hand on the 
throttle, and he seemed to be tryin~ to 
reverse the engine. I did not see him 
any more until after the wreck.”’ 

C. O. Wallace, switchman, was stand- 
ing on the foot board of engine 1388 at 
the time of the wreck. 

“TIT saw Dunton on the engine,”’ he said, 
“and I also saw him after the wreck. 
I did not hear Dunton say anything 
about moving 282. I saw him at the throt- 
tle, but could not tell what he wag try- 
ing to do.” 

R. M:; Boldridge, assistant foreman at 
the Southern railway shops, testified as 
to an explosion which occurred right af- 
“ter the wreck, 

“The explosion,”’ he said, “was caused 
by fire. As a result of it the cab of en- 
gine 282 was badly burned. I went out 
and put out the fire. I passed Dunton on 
the way back to the shops. His face 
was badly burned.”’ 

A Man Who Saw It All. 

Thomas J. Pullen, engineer of engine 
1397, of which Dunton was conductor, was 


the next witness called. 

“I took my engine tao the. tank for 
water,” Engineer Pullen said. “No. 282 
was in the way and I moved it up about 
fifteen feet. I then moved my engine 
up to the tank. I remarked that I 
would go and get a. haostler and have 
engine 282 moved so that I could get out 
fof the switch track with my engine. 
*“Dunton then told me he would move 
the engine. I told him to let it alone; 
that I would go and get a hostler. Dun- 
ton’ Was ‘then near the engine. I started 
back to my engine and a few seconds 
later I saw 282 had begun to move. 

“Almost as 282 was started I saw No. 
9 coming down the main line, and then I 
turned my back. I did not want to see 
the awful crash that I knew must fol- 
low.”’ 

Ed Jackson, fireman on engine 1397 
with Engineer Pullen, said he saw a man 
with a red sweater on engine 282. The 
man’s back was turned to him. He ident- 
ified the defendant as the man with the 
red sweater. “He is our conductor,” he 
said. 

“T saw the man working with the lever 
trying to push it down,’’ Jackson said in 
answer to another question. 

George Allen, colored. an employee of 
the paint shops, said he knew Dunton. 

“T saw Dunton get on the engine be- 
fore it started,” he said. “I saw him 
push the reverse lever forward. I went 
back and began painting on engine 2380. 
A few seconds later I saw passenger 
train No. 9 turn over.”’ 

J. J. Jones, a gatekeeper in the South- 
ern yards, said he heard the conversation 
between Dunton and Wngineer Pullen. 
He heard Dunton say he would move 282. 
Nobody but hostlers are allowed to move 
engines in the ~vards, he said. 

The state closed at this point, and upon 
request of the attorneys for the defense 
the case was continued until 3:30 p. m. 

At 3:30 o’clock when the case against 
Dunton was again calied, the courtroom 
was packed, a large number of railroad 
men being present. Dunton’s attorneys 
announced that they had no evidence of 
any kind to offér, but would argue the 
case from the’law and the evidence as 
furnished for the state. 

Attorney Hill stated that he did not 
think the case needed any argument. 
In his opening remarks he simply read 
two sections of the state code bearing up- 
on the case and asked the recorder un- 
der the law atid the evidence to hold the 
prisoner for murder, 

The law quoted by the attorney for. the 
state was as follows: 

The Law in the Case... 

“Section 115. If any person: employed 
in any capacity by any railroad company 
doing business in this state. shall, in the 
course of employment be gulilty of negll- 
gence, either by omission of duty or any 
act of commission, in relation to the 
matters entruste@? to him, or about which 
he is employed, from which negligence 
serious bodily injury, but not death, oc- 
curs to another, he shall be guilty of 
criminal negligence and shall be punished 
by confinement in the penitentiary not 
less than one nor more than two years 
in the discretion of the court.” 

“Section 67. Involuntary manslaughter 
shall consist in the killing of q human 
being without any intention to do so, 
but in the commission of an. unlawful 
act, or lawful act, which probably might 
produce such a consequence in an un- 
lawful manner; provided, that where 
such involuntary killing shall happen in 
the commission of an unlawful act which 
in its consequences naturally tends to 
destroy the life of a human being or is 
committed in the prosecution of a riotous 
intent or of a crime punishable by death 
or confinement *in the penitentiary; the 
offense shall be deemed and adjudged to 
be murder.”’ 

Attorney Hill said that taking section 
1146 and the proviso in eection §7 
Dunton should be held to answer the 
charge of murder. 

Attorney Terrell. spoke first for the de- 


cage and said Dunton was guilty of ab- 
gsolutely nothing. 

“He was on the engine,” said the at- 
torney, “according to the state's evi- 
dence, and he did all that mortal man 
covld have done to stop that engine.-.

An Impressive Argument. 

Assistant City Attorney Hill made a 
short reply to Attorney Terrell. 

“This case is too plain for any argur- 
ment,” said the city attorney. ‘‘Thig man 
knew he was committing a wrong>act 
when he got up on that engine to move 
it. Engineer Pullen declined to move the 
engine, and yet here is a yard conductor 
daing more than a regular engineer 
would do. Dunton knew it was about 
time for that passenger train to come 
along the main line. { have understood 
all along that Dunton claimed he wasn’t 
on the engine that caused the accident, 
but I suppose he no longer sticks to that 
story after hearing the overwhelming 
testimony given here.”’ 

Turning to Dunton, Attorney Hill said 
in a most impressive manner: 

“Oh, if you had but waited a few min- 
utes and not been in such a hurry.. If 
you had but waited until that hostler 
came. I know you wish now that you 
hadq@ waited not only five minutes, but a 
thousand minutes, aye, many years be- 
fore you carried destruction and death in 
your path, You will hear the cries of dy- 
ing women and children and the an- 
guished moans of the wounded ring in 
your ears so long as you shall live. Yet 
I thank God that you had at least enough 
courage to stay on that engine and try 
to undo the awful wrong you knew you 
had committed. It is the one bright 
spot in the terrible picture of ruin, wreck 
and blood.’’ 

The city attorney closed by again refer- 
ring to the law that he had read. 

Said Dunton Was a Hero, 

Attorney Latham made the closing ar- 
gument for the prisoner, going over the 
facts. He said that he was glad that 
Attorney Hill had at least one word of 
commendation for the prisoner. He took 
the position that Dunton had a right on 
the engine. 

‘‘Where is there any murder?” excladm- 
ed the speaker. “Where any murder, 
when this man, this hero, stood there un- 
til he went down in the death trap, .es- 
caping death himself as by a miracle? 
The witnesses say that he was on that 
engine doing all he could to stop it and 
he staid there, facing death rather than 
desert hig post. Call that murder?’ 

Attorney Latham referred to thée~fact 
that none of the victims of the wreck 
had appeared as prosecutors. 

“Some of them are where they cannot 
appear before earthly tribunals,” remarke 
ed the recorder. ‘ 

‘*Yes,’"’ replied Attorney Latham, “and 
I believe if that woman who went down 
to her death could appear here as an_ 


angel from heaven and could state. that 


she saw this poor man struggling to stop 
that engine until the crash .came, she 
would say, ‘let him go freel’ ’’ 

In conclusion, Attorney Latham said as 
long as there were railroads, 
and men, human lives would be taken 
and nobody to be blamed. 

“All there ig in this case,’ said the ate 
torney, “is somebody is dead, and, there<

GOVERNOR WANTS DISPUTE SETTLED 


Practically Stated That Must Be 
Done Before He Will Make 


Appointment. 


Governor Candler will not appoint any 
one to fill the vacancy on the state board 
of. pharmacy that will be caused by the 
expiration of the term of Dr. George F. 
Payne next November until the fight for 
the place between Dr. H. H. Arrington, 
of Rome, and Pr. Payne has been set- 
tled. 

The governor practically so informed 
a delegation of .prominent citizens of 
Rome who called on him yesterday in 
the interest of Dr. Arrington, and who 
urged him ‘for the appointment. 

The contest for this position is one 
of the hottest that has appeared on the 
political boards in several months. Five 
names were suggested to the governor 
by the State Pharmaceutical Association 
at its recent annual meeting, and from 
this list the governor is to select one to’ 
fill the vacancy when Dr. Payne’s term 
expires. 

The governor’s mail for the last week 
has been overloaded with letters relating 
to the two candidates, and much of hi: 
time has been taken up in answering 
them even briefly. 

There were in the delegation that cailed 
on the governor yesterday J. B.° Nevin, 
M. B. Eubanks, V. T. Sanford and H. H. 
Arrington, the applicant. They spent a 
short time with the governor during the 
morning and urged the claims of Dr. 
Arrington to the position. They stated 
that there were no factional differences 
in Rome now, and that all in that sec- 
tion had centered on. Dr. Arrington and 
wanted to see him appointed. They also 
stated that they felt north Georgia was 
entitled to an appointment on the board, 
as there is no member of it at present 
who resides north of Atlanta. 

Governor Candler told them that it 
would be several months before there 
would be a vacancy, and he suggested 
that, if possible, the parties to the contest 
get together and reach some sort of an 
understanding. The governor prefers to 
have these differences settled before they 
reach him if it is possible to do so. The 
appointment is only of a semi-political 
nature, but it is quite an important 
one. ! 

Dr. Payne was at the capitol yesterday 
and called on several. of his friends, it is 
presumed, to enlist their efforts in his 
behalf. It is not expected that the gov- 
ernor will take any action in the matter 
until within a few days: of the expiraticg 
of the term of Dr. Payne.

Few Important Changes’ in the 
Public Schools, — 
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SCHOOLS TO CLOSE TODAY 


The Attendance at Schools Has Been 
Light This Year on Account of 
Number of Contagious 
Diseases—Many New 
Improvements. 


<p 


Tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock the 
election of teachers in the public schools 
wil] take place. From a list of 10 or 
more applicants about forty new teachers 
will be chosen. These are to fill vacancies 
caused by resignations and also to supply 
teachers for twenty additional grades add- 
ed to various schools, Of the vacancies 
in the white schools four married, on2 
is on a year’s leave of absence, and one 
resignation without specific cause. Three 
negro teachers resigned. There will be 
eight new negro teachers. Many of the 
new applicants will fill supernumeraries’ 
places. 

The teachers ’examination for the next 
term occurred on May 10th and llth. Po- 
sitions are awarded primarily according 
to scholarship, though chis is not the only 
requisite. It is, however, the “sine quod 
non.”’ Out of the highest examination 
papers entered the applicants are then 
elected by the poard of education, experi- 
ence, native adaptation and other quali- 
fications being considered. 

It is generally understood that all the 
principals of the various schools and also 
all the present teachers wil] be retained. 

The chief change which will be made in 
appointment of teachers is that the sec- 
ond grade position will be elevated to a 
higher rank. The principal’s place, teach- 
ers of eighth grades, is the highest place. 
Next to that the first grade is consid=red 
most important, as young children just 
entering require careful und experienced 
instruction. Heretofore the second grade 
has been regarded as the least vital point 
in the course. After considerable discus- 
sion of the subject at a recent board 
meeting and at the strong recommenda- 
tion of Major Slaton, the second grade 
was elevated to a position of third most 
prominent place and the third grades 
left to less experienced teachers. Hence- 
forth promotion will be made from the 
second to the fourth graies instead of to 
the third. 

The election of teachers tomorrow will 
be for a term of one year only, as is 
customary. Those appointed, except in 
conditional instances, are not required to 
stand examinations for each year, but a 
reappointment by the board is necessary. 

There will be no changes in the text- 
books fcr the coming year. A recent law 
prohibits change of public school books 
except at intervals of five years. In- 
crease or elimination of courses is allow- 
ed. but none is as yet contemplated. Next 
year’s term will begin the second Mon- 
day in September. The summer normal 
schoo] for teachers will begin the last 
week in August and continue until the 
school session. Attendance at this is 
compulsory to the teachers, who receive 
regular pay for that ume. The normal 
school includes lectures on methods, a 
comprehensive consideration of the cur- 
riculum and helpful and necessary in- 
struction for teachers. Major Slaton has 
procured two ladies to assit in conduct- 
ing the normal school, and is now trying 
to employ an additional man, ; 

There Are Many Applicants. 

Many of the applicants are for super- 
numeraries’ places. Regular teachers are 
required-to have two years’ experience or 
to be elected by two-thirds vote of the 
board. Supernumeraries acquire teaching 
experience and are in line of promotion, 
though they receive no regular salary. 
They are paid half the amount received 
by the regular teacher, who gets only 
half pay during absence. 

Additions to the extent of $15,000 are now 
being made at various schools. Twenty 
new grades, now near completion, have 
been added. These will be primary classes, 
chiefly first, second or third grades, as the 
exigencies of the next term may demand. 
Fraser street, State street and Boulevard 
schools will have four additional grades 
each; Calhoun street and Davis street 
two. The Roach street negro school will 
have four new rooms. There are twenty- 
four regular schools and.about 250 teach- 
ers, besides about thirty supernumera- 
ries. Forty-nine of these are negroes, 
also six supernumeraries. 

The teachers’ examinations were of three 
different kinds, one for the principals of 
the grammar schools, one for their assist- 
ants and for the eighth and first grade 
teachers, and a separate one for the de- 
partmental high school courses,’ Latin, 
English. science, etc. 

The additional grades will entail an ex- 
pense of $5,000 for the term of September 
to Christmas. A large appropriation is 
then hoped for to reduce the present 76 
per gent cut in salaries of all teachers 
below the prescribed and published 
amount. 

The grammar schools close today at 11 
o’clock without formal exercises. Major 
Slaton vronounces the year eminently 
satisfactory in all‘ respects except attend- 
ance. Scarlet fever, grip, measles and 
mumps have prevailed to an unusual ex- 
tent. 

The State Teachers’ Association will 
meet at Warm Springs June 27th to wth 
Major Slaton will deliver an address on 
the ‘‘Essential Qualifications of a Suc- 
cessful Educator.” He will also attend 
the National Educational Association at 
Detroit, Juiy 9th.

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Citizens To Urge Continuation of Fer- 
rest Avenue Tracks. 
A MEETING IN FOURTH WARD 


Committee Was Appointed To Go Be- 
fore Committee and Council. 


MEMBERS 0 WORK INDUSTRIOUSLY 


Resolutions Commending Work of 
Commissioner of Public Works 
Collier Were Adopté. 


Citizens of the fourth ward are again 
up in arms in the interest of an exten- 
sion of the Atlanta, Rapid Transit line, 
and will go before the street railway 
committee of -council and council itself 
to urge the granting of an extension of 
the Forrest avenue line on the Boule- 
vard. : 

At a meeting held last night at the 
home of John Carey, No. 313 Boulevard, 
a large committee from the Fourth Ward 
League was appointed to work as earn- 
estly for the extension as the citizens of 
that section ever worked for the line 
on Forrest avenue. 

The, meeting was an enthusiastic one. 
It was attended by about fifty of the 
most prominent property owners in that 
section of the city, and those present 
were a unit in agreeing to the matter, 
which was the direct cause of the meet- 
ing. 

The meeting was presided over by Dr. 
Henry L. Wilson, and J. Frank Beck 
was the secretary.

The working committee, which was ap- 
pointed during the evening,” is composed 
of the following named gentlemen:

The committee, shortly after its ap- 
pointment, went into, executive session 
for the purpose of thoroughly discussing 
plans for the campaign that is to be 
waged in the interest of the extension of 
the Forrest avenue line. 

When the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany applied for a grant on Forrest ave- 
nue, and there seemed considerable doubt 
that the company would get a franchise, 
except for a term of twenty-one years, 
citizens of the fourth ward organized a 
committee for the express purpose of 
asking that the franchise be granted. 

Members of this committee appeared 
before thea street railway committee of 
council and presented their side of the 
matter as strongly as possible. The 
mass meeting in the council chamber, 
when Mrs. Wey addressed the mayor, 
urging him to sign the franchise, is al- 
ready familiar to the reading public. 
The present case is expected to be han- 
dled as well now as then, and the ses- 
sions of the street ‘railway committee 
will doubtless be anything but uninter- 
esting. Se 
Wants Tracks Extended. 

The franchise which: was granted the 
Transit Company on Forrest avenue 
stipulated that in the event that thor- 
oughfare was ever extended from Jack- 
son street to the Boulevard, then the 
street car company could continue its 
line to the Boulevard, The fourth ward 
citizens’ committee then set to work, 
bought a strip of land through to the 
Boulevard and gave it to the city for a 
street, provided the city would grade 
it and put it in proper condition. 

For some time past the public works 
department has been working on the For- 
rest avenue extension, and as soon as it 


is completed the street car tracks will . 


be extended. Now the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company wants to turn down 
the Boulevard, paralleling the tracks of 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany for a matter of.about five blocks, 
then turn into Jackson street and return 
on that street to connect with its pres- 
ent line on Forrest avenue. 

That is the petition which was filed 
with council during the meeting last 
Monday and will come: up for considera- 
tion at the next meeting of the 
street railway committee. 

In connection with the Forrest avenue 
extension, the Fourth Ward League last 
evening adopted the following resolu- 
tions: ' 

‘Resolved, by the Fourth Ward League, 
That Commissioner H. L. Collier, of the 
public works department, be commend- 
ed for the excellent .work so far done 
on the Forrest avenue extension, and 
that he be urged to bring that improve- 
ment to a termination at as early a date 
as possible. 

“Resolved further, That Commission- 
er Collier be requested to carry out his 
ideas for the beautifying of the Boule- 
vard, as expressed by, him in newspaper 
interviews.”’
